The community program, for 


Bucks and Philadelphia County 
patients, is designed to increase 
the release date of patients at 
the hospital and reduce the re­ 
turn rate of the m ental patient 
who has 
had many years of 
hospitalization and has achiev­ 
ed m axim um hospital benefits. 


A $300,000 grant for the Hos­ 
pital 
Im provem ent 
Program 
(HIP) 
has been awarded the 
hospital by the National Insti­ 
tute of M ental Health to carry 
out the com m unity-based 
pro­ 
gram . 


Natural Environm ents 


The program is based on the 
principle of sustaining 
mental 
patients in a natural environ­ 
ment in the community and has 
been successfully dem onstrated 
for m any years by the towns­ 
people of Gheel, Belgium , who 
have accepted m ental patients 
in their hom es. 


The program will be directed 


by Dr. Eugene L. Sielke, hos­ 
pital superintendent, 
and 
Dr. 
Richard Sanders, director 
of 
psychological services. Dr. B er­ 
nard Weinman, who directs the 
rehabilitation service, will co­ 
ordinate the project. 


Tour of Grounds 


Dr. 
Weinman 
pointed 
out, 
during a tour of the rehabilita­ 
tion building on the sprawling 
1,600-acre hospital grounds, that 
50 per cent of the patients who 
take part in the rehabilitation 
program m anage to 
make 
it 


out of the hospital. 


He said 75 per cent of older 
persons 
in 
rehabilitation 
suc­ 
ceed in getting out while with 


younger persons, the percent­ 
age is only about 25. Dr. W ein­ 
man attributed this to the fact 
that more mature persons, be­ 
cause 
of 
their years, 
have 
learned to accept the problem s 


of life to a greater degree than 
younger people. 
Of the more than 6.500 pati­ 
ents in the hospital, some 2,000 
return 
to 
their 
communities 
each year, with about half that 
number returning to the hospi­ 
tal again. 


Dr. Weinman said that a com ­ 
munity-based 
program 
could 
cut that return figure consider­ 
ably. 


Dr. Sanders said that the pro­ 
gram for hospital care in the 
home would be a co-ordinated 
effort with Temple University 
Center and community services.
